Deficit battle may be taxing

Yu know, I do believe the 
average Joe and Jane have 
been sucked into the deficit hys- 
teria propaganda, but have not 
made the connection between 
the price we are told is necessary 
to “get it under control,” and the 
consequences. 

As proof, the national poll 
released earlier this week, indi- 
cating Canadians are feeling pes- 
simistic about our economic fu- 
ture. 

Particularly two of the poll 
results: asked what life in our 
country will be like five years 
from now, 65 per cent of those 
surveyed believe the gap between 
the haves and have-nots will wid- 
en; 89 percent believe social pro- 
grams will be less generous or 
eliminated. And 70 per cent be- 
lieve that personal taxes will be 
higher. 

Deficit control and cutting

ily go hand in hand, though most 
provincial governments and the 
feds want you to think so. 

This is because they won’t 
tackle the other side of the ledg- 
er — corporate taxes. 

So, yes, your taxes will likely 
go up. And yes, social programs 
will shrink. In fact, they've been 
shrinking for about a decade now. 
And, of course, the gap between 
the haves and have-nots will 
grow. That's been happening for 
nearly two decades now. 

But has the corporate com- 
munity been experiencing the 
same phenomena? 

Of course not! Last year, per- 
sonalincome taxes accounted for 
44 percent of the federal govern- 
ment's revenues. Corporate tax- 
es come to 8.4 per cent. 

In 1950, personal income and 
corporate profit taxes were near- 
ly identical, at 47.8 per cent and 
46.4 per cent, respectively. And 
in virtually every year sincethen, 
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You wanna know who's had 
to pick up the slack? (The corpo- 
rate sector and the governments 
don't want me to tell you, but 
I'm going to anyway.) 

You! 

Over 40 per cent of the cur- 
rent federal revenues are coming 
right out of your pocket, оп top of 
your personal income taxes. Sure, 
you see some of them, like the 
G(D)ST, and your UI premiums. 
But some are invisible, such as 
those excise and import taxes. 

Now when a company has to 
pay an import tax, they pass that 
cost on to you in the final price- 
tag. 

Е папу, they get taxes out of 
you in the form of fees. For ex- 
ample: want a passport? The en- 
velope reminds you to submit 
the current fee of $35. Guess 
what? That ain't enough. They 
now have a consular fee of $25 as 
well. 

Corporate Canada will tell 
von it cannot afford to pav more 


in taxes, becausethe global econ 
omy is so competitive that they’: 
be forced to locate elsewhere 
elsehwhere being where taxe 
and wages are lower. And, sure 
some of them would move. 

But a market of 27 millio: 
people will not be ignored by th 
corporate community — there' 
just too much money to be mad 
here. So most will stay, even ! 
they do have to cough up mor 
taxes on their profits. 

In the end, they will have tc 
because individuals simply сап 
not pay the tab for all of ov 
roads, sewers, education an 
health systems, without whic 
Corporate Canada cannot su!

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he Internet, apparently, is 

supposed to eliminate the 
need for paper. After all, if we 
can get our information on the 
screen, we won't need to harvest 
any more trees, right? 

Sadly, this is about as true as 
a Macintosh in every home. 

In the past 12 months, there 
has been a virtual explosion of 
printed material related to the 
Internet. Richard Klinger of the 
Computer Book Source estimates 
a 70 per cent increase in titles. 

However, there are always 
brighter points in a dismal reali- 
ty. Local authors Sukhjit Rand- 
hawa and Johnathan Tupper of 
Nexus Information Services 
(http://www.nl2k.edmonton. 
ab.ca/canexus/) have penned a 
book that lays out the most ef- 
fective way to do business on the 
Internet. The New Economy: Pow- 
er and Profit on the Information 
Superhighway is aimed at “peo- 
ple who have a working knowl- 
edge of computers,” says Rand- 
hawa. 

The title leads me to believe 
that I would become the virtual 
King of the Hill, merely by read- 
ing the book. 

While this is not to be, The 
New Economy provides a solid 
grounding on the history of the 
Internet, from its inception as 
the Defense network, ARPAnet, 
to its funding by the National 
Science Foundation (NSFnet), 
and finally to the present day 
where the network is supported 
by commerce. 

I passed the book onto my 
father for a critical evaluation. 
My father fits the target market, 
as he is a computer enthusiast, 
and recently procured a Freenet 
account. 

He felt the book came across 
as a “draft”, rather than a pol- 
ished final product. Most of the 
information contained in the 
book was “out of date,” although 
the list of web sites and news- 
groups was “helpful.” My fa- 
ther’s main problem with the 
book stemmed from the fact that 
“there are new [web] sites pop- 
ping up each day,” which makes 
Internet books obselete before 
they even go to press. 

Randhawa acknowledges that 
a part of writing about the Inter- 
net involves putting out new edi- 
tions frequently. (The popular 
Internet Starter Kit By Adam Engst 
is in its third edition ,with the

1993.) Nexus Information Servic- 
es expects to have a new edition of 
The New Economy on the streets by 
January or Februrary of 1996. 

In terms of the printed mate- 
rial, I have to agree with my fa- 
ther The first edition is present- 
ed in a coil-bound format,-with 
slightly sturdy paper for a title 
page. While the information is 
well-written, it is outdated be- 
fore the edition hits the press. 


Web address 


Most of the technical details 
(how to deal with Newsgroups, 
email, etc.) deal with UNIX pro- 
grams, rather than the user- 
friendly Macintosh and Windows 
software that is now prevalent. 
Perhaps in the foreword there 
could be a web address which 
can point users to new and excit- 
ing sites on the web (after all, the 
book is dealing with new tech- 
nologies, why not integrate new 
technologies within the book?). 
However, although the informa- 
tion is out of date, it still pro- 
vides a solid grounding in useful 
sites. There are 40 pages listing 
sites and newsgroups with busi- 
ness information. 

That said, I hold out great 


- hope forthe second edition. The 


second edition will be printed by 
the NAIT publishers, which will 
include full colour graphics, and 
proper binding. As well, expect 
to see more information about 
the marketing on the web in the 
next edition.

It is a problem 
that book publishers (especially 
those who deal in time-sensitive

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Handel's Messiah like a religious event

eorge Frederic Handel wrote 

his biggest smash hit, the 
Messiah oratorio, in just 24 days. 
When he completed the fa- 
mous Hallelujah Chorus, he is 
reported to have told his serv- 
ants, “I think I did see all heaven 
before me, and the great God 


, himself!” 


Exploitation flicks 


You may remember the Hal- 
lelujah Chorus from several 
1980s teen exploitation flicks, 
played during key scenes in 
which women take off their 
clothes. (The way I remember it, 
anyway.) 

This is the moment in the 
scorethat prompted King George 
II to rise to his feet in awe and 
reverence when he first saw it, 


starting a tradition that contin- 
ues to this day (and is, arguably, 
a direct progenitor of the mod- 
ern-day mosh pit). 

Messiah premiered in Dublin 
in April 1742 with Handel con- 
ducting, and has been a Christ- 
mas tradition ever since. 

"It'sinteresting that the piece 
has come to be associated with 
Christmas, because it was writ- 
ten more as a passion play, about 
the crucifixion of Christ," said 
Leonard Ratzlaff, music director 
ofthe Richard Eaton Singers, who 
will perform Messiah with the 
Edmonton Symphony Orchestra 
Dec. 22-23 in the Jubilee Audito- 
rium. 

“Handel, I think, wrote it in 
April, but it's become a Christ- 
mas tradition all over the world. 

“I’ve often heard the sympho- 
ny people say that we don't get a 
lot of (ESO) subscribers for Messi- 
ah. In my opinion, a lot of the 
people that attend Christmas 
Mass also go to see Messiah. It's

It may very well be 
the cinephile’s equivalent of a 
Sidney Sheldon novel. Andsome 
of their choices do make sense. 

It’s gratifying that they 
choose to include the “beware 
the beast man for heis the devil's 
pawn” speech from Planet of the 
Apes. 

To their credit, Corey and 
Ochoa acknowledge screenwrit- 
ers more then actors. They cite 
Billy Wilder in their introduc- 
tion as “the singlemost prolific 
source of quotable lines in film.” 


Plenty of gaffes 


But there are plenty of gaffes 
to keep aficionados chuckling. 
Psycho author Robert Bloch is 
credited for writing The Cabinet 
of Dr. Caligari instead of Carl 
Mayer and Hans Janowitz. Bloch 
wasn’t even born when the mov- 
ie was being shot.

Heat an overdone yarn

MARGOLIS j 
dedicated cop takes on an 
ingenious die-hard career 
criminal. 

Sure, it sounds like a predict- 
ably mediocre Hollywood yarn, 
but then again, in Heat the copis 
Al Pacino and the criminal is 
Robert DeNiro. Need I say more? 
Probably not, but I will anyway. 

Add Val Kilmer (The Doors), 
Tom Sizemore (hardest working 
“bad guy” in Hollywood), Jon 
Voigt (Midnight Cowboy), Henry 
Rollins (The Chase), Tone Loc 
(“Funky Cold Medina”), Mykelti 
Williamson (Forrest Gump), Tom 
Noonan (Last Action Hero), and 
the guy who played the knife- 
wielding assassin from Despera- 
do, and you have enough star- 
powered testosterone on the 
screen to keep Quentin Taratino 
hard for a year. Heat is Reservoir 
Dogs with the amps turned up to 
11! 

The female performers are 
also strong, including Amy Bren- 
neman (NYPD Blue), Ashley Judd 
(Smoke) and Nathalie Portman 
(the little girl from The Profes- 
sional). 


Tried-and-true 


What we have here is one of 
the most impressive casts ever 
assembled for what would seem 
to be such a tried-and-true for- 
mula film. 

Then again, it's not so formu- 
laic. Not in the hands of director 
Michael Mann of Miami Vice and 
Last of the Mohicans fame. In- 
stead, Heat is an ultra-stylistic, 
borderline art film. 

Filled with surprisingly un- 
stereotypical characters, and of- 
ten gritty NYPD Blue-style cam- 
era work and editing, Heat also 
takes time out to explore little 


details like the family lives of 
both the cops and the criminals. 

It is this attention to detail 
and character development that 
enriches this film to a higher 
level and may also bore your typ- 
ical action film fan to tears. 


Ace heistmaster 


DeNiro is Neil McCauley, an 
ace heistmaster with thetop crew 
in Los Angeles. He's done some 
timeandis hoping to make a few 
more scores before retiring to a 
life of travel. 

Having some sure things set 
up by their frontman, Nate 
(Voigt, here looking like Ted 
Turner with skin cancer, which I 
hope was make-up), McCauley's 
crew seems to be on its way to 
success. 

Sizemore is Michael Cherit- 
to, the crew's technologies ex- 
pert, while Kilmer plays Chris 
Shaherlis, who is responsible for 
demolitions. 

Unfortunately, the group 
took in a psychopath named 
Wayne Grow, who flew off the 
handle on one job, bringing top 
cop Vincent Hanna (Pacino) onto 
the scene. 

McCauley’s crew also made а 
bad deal with a money launderer 
named Van Zandt, whose hench- 
man (Rollins) is also hot after the 
crew. Hence the title, they're get- 
ting Heat put on them from all 
directions. 

There are at least two dozen 
other characters. Because of his 
criminal activities, Shaherlis is 
undergoing domestic trouble 
with his wife Charlene (Judd), 
who like her husband, grew up 
in foster homes and wants the 
best for their son Dominic. 

Hanna is also plagued with 
domestic strife: both his third 
wife, Justine (Diane Venora) and 
step-daughter (Portman) are feel- 
ing neglected and suffering de- 
pression. 


Meanwhile, the normally 
monk-like McCauley breaks hj; 
oath to have по attachment 
(which makes quick escape ea; 
er) and falls in love with a sh, 
graphic designer named Ea, 
(Brenneman).

explosively loud. 

The sparse, haunting musical 
score should be used as an exam- 
ple to teach others how to do it 
right. Locations and art direc 
tion were also top-notch, al- 
though some blue screen effect 
were painfully obvious. 

Heat is worth at least a Tue: 
day admission to see DeNiro and 
Pacino face off.

On Blues, Mistletoe & Santa’s Lit- 
tle Helper, Anson Funderburgh and 
the Rockets also try out a version of 
the Fulson song and it’s every bit as 
hot.
